LAWYERS 
AND 
THE PtiESS 


Tho report of the Committee on Legal 


Education of The State Bar Association, 
deals at some length with the relations 
between the attorney and the newspa- 
paper, saying, ia part: 


"Wo rocoKiiizc that tho 
function of a 


newspaper is to got the news tiod to git it 
by every legitimate mouns and as acen- 
rately as possible. \Vo recoirimo ho\v diili- 
cnlt, "we may say how well nigh impossible, 
,«t is ^for tho newspaper reporter to k'et a 
lo^iil' proposition or argument into the col- 
umns of his paper so that it accurately 
states the ca*o, or even so that, it can be 
recognized by the author '.viio delivered it. 
Tho average newspaper report of a trial 
<'ithe'i-creates mirth or excites anger, and 
the lawyer iy sorely tempted to wish that 
he had himself written it so that it might 
oc intelligible to his brethren if not to tke 
public. 


"We are not criticising tho reporter Cor 


doing his duty in gathering np tho news by 
hearsay or by interview. That is a part of 
his calliagaad is carried on with enterprise 
anrl ingenuity. 
Our comments tire on the 


attorney wlio intentionally or good tmturedly 
or otherwise seeks an interview, or allows 
himself to bo interviewed, on pending liti- 
gatiou. In a recent case in tho supreme 
. court of. a neighboring state tho justice de- 
livering the opinion thus announced his 
views: 'The ethics ot. the losral profession 
fo.'bid that an attorney should advertise his 
tulents or Ins skill as a shopkeeper adver- 
tises his wares.' And ' yet it 'is uoc an 
uncommon 
thing 
for 
many 
attorneys 


to 
advertise 
themselves 
in 
many 


ways by means of tho public press inleaal 
matters, quite otherwise than through the 
insertion of a business card in jjr;pakt ad- 
vertising column. Some.,of the many \vays 
consist in giving to tho press a complaint or 
other pleading before it is put in the hands 
of the ollicor to serve, or before it is .Hied in 
tlie otlico of the clork of the court: in an- 
nouncing a threatened suit ovon in advance 
of the preparationoC any papers; in being 
interviewed as to the object, and results of 
pending suits or pending motions; in com- 
mencing on the decision of tlio nourt and 
the course to bo probably pursued by appeal 
or otherwise, aud the effect to be anticipat- 
ed on the rights of the parties or others by 
rulings made during tho course of the trial; 
in defending himself or his client before the 
bar of the public instead of at the bar of 
the court. 
In concluding the report snys: 
"We submit that there should be one in- 


violable rule for bench and bavin profes- 
sional matters. The interviewer must at all 
times find thum doaf and dumb to all en- 
treaties. The reporter must get his infor- 
mation from the court files aud from wluit ' 
is said nnd-done in open court. By this 
course the bench and bar can assert and 
maintain tho dignity and decorum neeoi- 
sary to a high professional standing. By no . 
other course is it possible." 


• All of the above sounds very nice and 
theoretical, but let us "look at the other 
aids of the shield." The newspaper is a 


of information. 
It 
spends 


to gat information to purvey, 
line published oust* mopey, as 


does also every momout.'s time of every 
reporter, editor, compositor and fore- 
man 
Time ia money, also, IB tho ROWS- 


papor offices. 
The lawyer who gives a 


. reporter information without ado, ant! 
without bins, not only shows the right 
spirit, bat 
save? the newspaper's time 


nnd money. The newspaper recognizes 
tho courtesy and accommodation and 
appreciates it fully. 
If this apprecia- 


tion, in due time, assumes the form of a 
well deserved compliment, is the lawyer 
open to the charge ot "seeking to adver- 
tise himself?" No. Nine times out of 
ten he will -be aa much surprised as any- 
one, and will "'wonder why the 
news- 


paper should treat him so kindly." The 
The favors done the newspapers have 
been freely accorded—perhaps because 
of a personal liking for the reporter, a 
regard for the paper, or simply in the 
spirit of the golden rule—and the ac- 
commodatirg attorney, like anougb, did 
not realize that he was rendering the 
newspaper a decidedly valuable service. 
Eeportere and editors are human. They 
do not relish 
doiog 
business 
witn, 


"chilly" or "I am holier than thoj" 
people. The man who gives the reporter 
news is the best friend the reporter has 
on earth. 
The 
merchant appreciates 


the friendliness and confidence of his 
patrons—but no more than does the 


. newspaper. 


The lawyer is as competent to judge 


of the propriety of the publication of 
the information he may have as is the 
society woman, the merchant, the rail 
road man or tho policeman. The charge 
that the lawyer is "seeking to adver- 
tise himself" falls of its own weight nine 
times out of ten. The successful law- 
yers are invariably honest men. The 
'•crooked lawyer" cannot succeed. It's 
only a question of rope with the shyster 
and he always bangs himself. 


The fact that the lawyer shows kind- 


ness to the hard working reporter shoulc 
not weigh against him as a "digniSec 
attorney." He may maintain his digcitj 


and still be willing to help others along 
the thorny path of life. 


The same reasoning applies with equal 


force to physicians and other professional 
men—they are not necessarily selfish 
because they are as courteous to the re- 
porter tis they are to others. The news- 
paper man cannot be readily duped. 
His training enables him to judge be- 
tween honesty and hypocrisy, und the 
man who seeks to "work" the newspaper 
always gets the cole1 shoulder. 


Such crises are rare, however. Every 


newspaper has its Driendsand its enemies 
— and the latter are generally the first 
to cry "wolt" if the foimer extends the 
courtesy that 
should 
rule b3tween 


gentlemen. 


The newspaper wants the news. If 


the mnn who gives out the news be also 
g;iiner because of his kindness, well and 
good, but it does not follow that the 
motive is a selfish one. 
The man who is 


kind to the reporter is kind to everyone 
— and vice versa. 


Therefore, here's to the man who 


gives us news, be he: 


llRicli man, poor man, beggar man, thief, 


doctor, lawyer, merchant cliiof," 
Let no man's voice be raised against 


him because he has along with other good 
qualities, kindliness in his heart and 
commoa senae in his head.

Increase In Vuliies Hie Past Three Years 


AVhHo Numbers Decrease. 


Washington, Pel). 14. — The annual 


report issued by the statistician of the 
department o£ agriculture, giving the 
number of farm animals and the value 
Jan. 1, js of particular interest, not 
only to the farmer, but to the mer- 
chant and consumer. 
The values all 


show good advances as compared with 
Jan. 1, 1S99. 
The average value ot 


horses shows an advance of $7.21 par 
head; mules, ?S.60; milch cows, ?1.9-t; 
other cattle, $2.18, and sheep, IS cents 
per head. 
The aggregate 
value ia 


?21C, 000,000, greater than a year ago, 
exclusive of swine. 


In the past three years the aggregate 


increase in the price of farm animals 
in^ the United States exeeo-s $570,000,- 
000. 
Farm horses have increased $351,- 


000,000; mules. $19,000.000; milch cows, 
814(1,000,000; other cattle, $181,000,000; 
sheep, $50,000,000. and swine, $20',000,- 
000. 
This is due mainly to 'the return 


ol: prosperity; also to an enlarged con- 
sumptive demand for cattle, hogs, and 
sheep, and to an export demand for 
horses. 


Returns from 50,000 correspondents 


show that Jan. 1 there were, on the 
farms of t'he United States 13,537,524 
horses, 
2,036.027 
mules, 
16,292,360 


milch ccws, 27,(il.0,054 other cattle, and 
4,883,065 .sheep. 
A comparison with 


.Tan. 1, .1590. shows a decrease of 127,733 
horses, 48. ISO mules, 384,171 of cattle 
other than milch cows, which increased 
302,2-io. and an increase in sheep oi 
2.708,612. Xo estimate is made of tho 
number of swine, and neither will a re- 
port be iKsnetl, as the department will 
await the enumeration to be made by 
the United States census in June.
